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2 T. isa Maxim in Civil, as well 
PAY" as natural Knowledge, that the 
Corruption of the be/t Things are 
the worff. There never was, 
nor is there now, a People un- 
der Oppreffion from arbitrary 
Power, who had not originally 
excellent Forms of Government, 
fome of which, in many Countries, could not be 
abolifh’d without endangering the Crown; tho’ 
they are fo far from being of any Service to the 
People, that they ferve only to give a Sanction to 
every act of Power which enflaves and opprefles 
them. Nobody can pretend to fay that 
the French are the more free becaufe they have Par- 
liaments ; and yet if they had not their Parliaments, 
the Crown would find it very difficult to force any 
of their ficecing Schemes down the Throats of the 
Pcople. a 

The Eftablifhment at the Revolution, of a Civil 
Lift Revenue, diftinct from the Money appropriated 
to Public Services, was far from being an Expedient 
not till then thought of. It is as old as the Reign 
of Augufius Cajar. “That great Prince who con- 
fider’d Rome as too degenerate to be trufted with 
Liberty, fought by all Mcans to make the Yoke of 
his Succeflors fit as light upon her as was poffible. 
For this Purpofe, by his political Teftament, which 
he left in the Hands of the Veftal Virgins, he ob- 
ferved a proper Diltinétion betwixt the Lrarium and 
the Fijcus; the firft anfwering to Money for the 
Current Service of the Year, and the latter to our 
Civil Lift Revenur. 

We have Reafon to believe that 4ugu/fus meant 
this Regulation as a kind of Atonement to his 
County, for depriving ber of her Liberty : But in 
the Event, it prov’d the Caufe of all the Mitcries 
and Calamities fhe afterwards fuffer’'d.——When. 
Events happen, Canjes are cally accounted for by 
the Weakett ; but betore they happen, the wiledt 
Forefight, perhaps, cannot come at the Means with 
the End L hope the fame Precaution will never 
be attended with a like Effect in another Country.--- 
But as I have ftated this Political Paradox, I think 
myielf bound to explain it. 

The Romans, atter the great Revolution of their 
Government, had too lithe Virtue to be kept in 
Awe by Authority without Power, and too much to 
he kept in Subjection by Power without Authority, 
(a) Authority is Power founded upon Opinion of 
Virtue; Power is Authority ariling trom Poffeffion 
of Office. Avgujflus knew that the. Authority ‘till 
jubtiiied in the Senate, but that the Power muft 
be vefted in his Succeflors. He, therefore, thought 
that the frit would be a proper Check upon the 
latter, and that while the Public had a Revenue 
independent of the Emperor, and the Emperor an 
‘Hate independent of the Senate, the Operations 
ot Government could neither bring about a Revo- 
lution in Favour of their former Liberty, nor a 
Subjection that would bring them into abfolute 
Slavery. “Luus the Government might have been 
brought to an equitable Poife ; fecure at once from 
Licenticu/nejs and Tyranny, thofe Extremes of 
Picedom and Sovereignty.—-

This Scheme might have been as permanent as 
it appear’d to be wife, had not the Emperors been 
left the Stewards of the Money allotted for the Pub- 
lic Servicen———The_ worft and weakeit amongtft 
them foon found out that, in this Cafe, Tru/? and 
Property were the fame. While Money was rais’d 
under Pretence of Public Service, the People paid 
without repining ; but had the plain Truth been 
known that this Money, tho’ paid for the current 
Service of the Year, was to be wafted in Imperial 
Jobbs, the Deceit would have been too glaring to 
be fuffer’d ; yet fuffer’d it was for a long Succeilion 
of Years: For the Senate, tho’ corrupted, {till re- 
tain’d its Authority with the People. ‘This Au- 
thority rais’d Money which employ’d the Potts 
which the raifing it created, and was employ’d by 
the Emperors, in corrupting the Senate, who {till 
granted more. ‘Thus the People were kept within 
an inextricable Circle of Slavery ; the Authority of 
the Senate {trengthening the Power of the Empe- 
ror, and both co-operating to the Oppreffion of 
the Subject. 

From this it appears, that an Inftitution in Go- 
vernment, originally virtuous but degenerating, is 
equally fatal to the People, as a ftrong Bulwark is 
to the Befieg’d, when falling into the Hands-of the 
Beliegers. “Their own Artillery is turn’d upon 
them; the Means of their Safety become thofe of 
their Annoyance, and they perifh by their own 
Precaution. When Things come to this Height, 
a Senate, of any Kind, becomes convenient but 
not nece/fary ; their own lavifh Grants fupercedes 
their Necefiity ; they are made up of In/rumenta 
Servitutis, as Tacitus fays our Britifh Princes were 
by the Romans ; their granting faves the Sovereign 
the “rouble of taking :. And hence it was that the 
maddeft of the mad Emperors never thought of a- 
bolithing an Order, fo commodious for the Grati- 
fication of their Military Frenzy. : 

I diftinguifh this Species of Madnefs from all 
other, becaufe I can eafily fee the Romans fufter’d 
more from it, than they did from all the other 
Kinds of Vices their Emperors were guilty of. 
One of a marrow Mind never feels fuch exquifite 
Senfations from the Enjoyment of Power as when 
at the Head of Armies, moving at his Nod; and 
living or dying by his Breaths It was this Heart- 
{welling Pomp of Military Parade that infpir’d 
thefe all-engrofling and all-opprefling Sentiments, 
which broke out in the brutal Reprimand, the cap- 
tious Queftion, the fupercilious Anfwer ; the fan- 
taftic Behaviour, the inconfiftent Conduét, the 
fattidious Tofs of the Head, and the Self-applaud- 
ing Strut of the Gait———Self-Conceit begat Pride, 
Pride Arrogance, Arrogance Prefumption, and Pre- 
fumption a Difregard of all Civil Inttitutions, ——_ 
The Hiftory of the Emperors is fearcely any thing 
elfe than a Collection of all thofe Qualities ; for 
there were not half a Dozen of them whofe Brains 
held out againft this powerful Intoxication. 

But the Root of all lay in the Senate. Had there 
been no fuch Inftitution the Eyes of the People 
would have been foon open’d, and they would have 
confider’d themfelves as Victims devoted to bleed 
for the Luft and Madnefs of an Imperial Montfter ; 
a Thought they never would have borne without 
endeavouring to break their Chains: But when the 
Senate lent their Authority to countenance every 
Excefs, the common People, ever apt to be de- 
ceiv’d by Forms, could never be brought to make 
one generous, one univerfal Struggle fur their Li- 


und Expeditions : 





berties ; and every partial kffort of that Kind prov 'd 
fatal to the Undertakers, Phofe Princes who pry 
tefledly govern’d by an Army, employ’d that very 
Army to force the Senate, when they found « Re- 
fiactory, to lend its Countenance to their kxacton., 
fo extremely convenient for their 
Purpotes was the Veneration the People ttill retain’d 
for this degenerated Body ! Severus, whom we may 
call the worft of the Good, and the belt of the 
bad Emperors, when he was dying, left it in Charge 
to his Sons, that they /hould take (a) care to keep 
well with the Army, and that they need not value 
the reff of their Subjeéts, Yet Severus ftill tuffer'd 
the Senate to preferve the Forms of their Autho- 
rity, becaufe he was fure that the Army would keep 
them in Awe. 

(b) His Son and Succeflor, render’d himiclf o- 
dious to the Romans by hi, Affection tor foreign 
Troops ; fixteen Thoufand of which he kept up to 
the great Difguft of tris other Subjeets, and (c) tpent 
great Part of his Time in reviewing them. He 
never chofe to be at Rome when he could avoid te; 
and his extravagant Expences upon his fore an bx 
peditions had not, perhaps, lett him) enough to 
{pare for corrupting the Senate. He knew that tor 
this Reafon they hated him Perfonally, and that 
they had begun to cenfure his Conduct; bue then 
he knew alto, -he was at the Head of an A.my 
devoted to his Service, and dittinguifh’d by 
his Partialities. (d) / dear, fad he in a Letter to 
the Senate, you prefume to cenfure my Conducl , /ut 
know, that when Lamat the Head of my Troops, 
I defpife you and your Cenfares. . 

Yet dtill he never ventur’d to threaten the Abo- 
lition of their Authority ; this might: have exafpes 
rated the People too much, may the Army ittcit, 
however free they made with the Perfons of the 
Senators, would not have borne an Extinétion of 
their Order, 

When an Englifhnen reads of thofe Times, and 
compares them with that happy Harmony which 
now fublifts in every Part of this Contftitution, he 
cannot but ery out with Lyeretinvs, 

Suave mari Magna turbantius Equora ventis, 

I! Terra altertus Magnum fpcctare Laborem., 

But as Divines generally recommend the Beau- 
ties of Heaven by deteribing the Horrors of Hell; 
I would have my happy Countrymen prize their 
prefene Felicity the more, when they reflect upon 
the difinal Confequences that muft enfue, if ever 
a Britis Parliament fhould become as degenerate 
as one of thofe Roman Senates ; or an Englih King 
as Militarily Mad as one of their Emperors. | 
ever our Parliaments fhould fit for no other Ends 
but asa Money-giving Court, and a Skreen to a 
Minifter, by lending their Authority to protect his 
Power ; if ever Money fhould be rais’d under the 
Pretence of the National Service, and yet be ap- 
ply’d to foreign Jobbs; fhould the Senfe of the 
People be fo far diftegatucd, that this fhould be 
openly avow’'d againft their univerfal Murmurs and 
Difcontent, what are we then to expect, but—— 
what I dare not name? 

Upon the Whole, it is more Eligible for any 
People who have once becn free, to make a fut 
Surrender of the Forms of their Governmengea 
the Subftance is gone, than to undergo all t 
feries Of Arbitrary Government without et 
any one of its Advantages. ‘I his was the 
Rome, may it never be that of Britan! Se

The Little Begona is likewife arrived, ha- 
ving loft her Bowfprit and Foremaft in an Engage- 
ment with aa Englifh Ship, with three of her Men 
kill’d, and feventeen wounded, having firft put 54 
Men on board the Englifh Ship, but doth not know 
whether they made themfelves Mafters of her or not, 
for there was no Signal made; by which it is 
thought they were overpower’d. I have fince heard, 
that the Snow above-mentioned was bound from 
Gibraltar, and within eight Days has been taken 
and retaken ; and that the Mate of the Man of 
War that retook her, is on board; but as to other 
Particulars of her Loading cannot learn. 

Extradl of a Letter from Marfeilles, Dec. 27. 

We have juft now fent away from this Citadel 
1000 Quintals of Powder, and 12,000 more from 
the Caftle of Iff, al! for the Service of the Toulon 
Squadron, every Ship of which is to be furnifhed 
with 60 Rounds. This, we imagine, muft be a 
great Mortification to Admiral Mathews, who, as 
we are informed, had acqnainted his Court, that 
our Magazines were totally unfurnifhed, and there- 
fore not ina Condition to fupply the Fleet.
